HEN buying plants at a nursery,

nursery industry itself and what 
makes it tick? Have you ever considered 
whether the industry does anything of 
interest and value other than growing 
and selling plants? Indeed it does. In 
fact, it’s been serving all America in 
many important ways since way back in 
1875, when nurserymen first banded to- 
gether to form the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen. 





3ut first of all—just to see what 
manner of men nurserymen are—let’s

tional AAN convention in New York. 


They Are Friendly,

In the beautifully-landscaped-for-the- 
occasion lobby of the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, 1953 convention headquarters, we 
see a jostling throng of jovial, hearty, 
bronzed men who work outdoors and 
look it; men whose business and pleasure 
are one; men who are as enthusiastic 
plants as any group of garden 
amateurs.

They Set Specifie Standards 
for Nursery Plants 

Exactly how does the AAN serve home 
gardening? Well, first of all, it provides 
for the “improvement and’ standardiza- 
tion” of nursery products. In co-operation 
with other groups, the AAN establishes 
standard com- 
mercial plants, both for the protection 
of you, the home gardener, and of the

Most of the growth-regulating hor- 
mones isolated thus far either slow up or 
speed up cellular development, in addi- 
tion, of course, to increasing frost re- 
sistance as described above. A team of 
University of Wisconsin horticulturists 
is the first to report the isolation of a 
growth regulator which has the effect 
of maintaining normal cell development. 
This new growth regulator is capable of 
reducing abnormal cell growth caused by 
other regulators of the 2.4-D type. Not 
only was it found capable of reducing 
the injurious effects of 2.4-D. but it also 
reduced the abnormal cell growth caused 
by crown gall bacterium. 

Red pine trees. so frequently used in 
watershed areas. along parkways and 
in ornamental plantings. are threatened 
by the scale insect metsucoccus. Thou- 
sands of trees on Long Island and in 
Connecticut have already been killed 
by this tiny, highly prolific, bark-infest- 
ing species. Because it develops mainly 
beneath the flakes of pine bark, the 
pest is aot easily controlled.

\ little group of gardening-minded 
people opened their mail one January 
day in 1914 and sat down to read the 
first issue of THe Mopern GLapioLus 
Grower.

The record drouth of 1953 affected dahlia size and 
quality at shows all across the country. I traveled some 
3,000 miles. visiting 11 shows (nine of which I was 
privileged to judge), and everywhere the story was the 
same—long faces and dry gardens. The accompanying 
restrictions on water were a great handicap too.” Indeed, 
the wonder was that the shows were so well filled with 
blooms of a quality that lasted through two davs. 

\t planting time there was sufficient rain, but even then 
not enough to establish good feeder roots. Then from 
June 10 to July 24. no rain. And thereafter. rain was 
most infrequent and light. Thus. we approached bloom- 
ing time with plants too low and dry. Finally. three weeks 
of 90° heat just about cooked the plants. But since nights 
were relatively cool and evening sprinkling was permitted, 
the plants did survive. 

This vear 116 seedlings from 57 originators in 17 states 


were sent in for testing. Most arrived in good condition, 


although 10 died because of crown rot SEE PAGE 73]

Landscaping Ideas for 
Modern Homes 


by DON ROEHRS 


PLANNING A GARDEN is like planning a house. Both must have entrances, exits, rooms or areas of certain 
sizes and forms. Both must be functional. And both should reflect the personality of the owner through the 
use of color and the choice of materials. 

The very term contemporary landscaping has come to suggest the use of landscaped areas as additional 
rooms. And where the use of line, form, and color is not controlled by tradition or based on formal prece- 
dent, the planner’s imagination may range free. 

In traditional gardens, it was customary to have each type of garden separated from the other with longi- 
tudinal and latitudinal axes controlling the location of each. In contemporary planning, due to the dictates 
of economical upkeep and shortage of space, it has become the practice to integrate all garden areas. Thus 
terrace. lawn areas, and gardens become a closely knit unit, the parts not only complementing each other, 
but also tying in closely with the living-room and other enclosed sitting areas. Compost heaps, drying yards, 
and children’s play areas, are set aside and suitably screened when space is not too limited. 

First you must decide upon the type of garden or gardens to be developed—evergreen, rose, perennial and 


annual, or a combination of several. Another early decision to make is whether the grade of [SEE PAGE 76]

Guide to prunin 
small fruits 


by DAVID G. WHITE 


PENNSYLVANIA STATE COLLEGE 


The proper pruning of small fruits pays dividends of consistently greater 
yields and often higher quality fruit than otherwise obtainable. If you 
but learn the reasons why you prune the various plants in different ways 
and keep in mind the how-to diagrams herein, there’s no reason why you 
can’t enjoy choice, abundant crops from your raspberries, blackberries, 
currants, gooseberries, blueberries and grapes. 

The correct pruning methods for these various plants are based upon 
their various fruiting habits (as well as the age and vigor of the plants). 
Some bear fruit on spurs several years old; others on shoots developed 
the previous season, and some on current season’s growth. There are also 
“combination” fruiting habits. Obviously all these plant types cannot 
be pruned alike, so we must consider each type separately. 

Several species of raspberries and blackberries, the brambles, have simi- 
lar fruiting habits and therefore are pruned somewhat similarly. Their 
fruits generally are borne on branches which develop just prior to fruiting 
from buds on one-year-old canes. 

For example, last spring new shoots arose from the underground or crown 
portions of raspberry and blackberry plants. These shoots’grew a few feet 
during the summer, and by early fall many of the side buds underwent a 
change—a differentiation of cells within the buds. During next spring and 
early summer, these particular buds will grow into branches which will bear 
fruit, and the last year’s shoots will then be called canes. After the fruit 
has matured, the branches and canes will dry up and die. 

Fortunately, the root system and crown of brambles usually live a long 
time and each year send up new shoots to replace the dead fruiting canes. 
Because the fruit yield depends a great deal upon the number and vigor 
of one-year-old canes, pruning of brambles is designed to encourage the 
yearly development of vigorous new shoots. 

But not all bramble fruits are pruned in the same way. Black and purple 
raspberries and most blackberries grow so vigorously that they require 
some summer pruning in addition to the regular annual pruning during 
dormancy. Summer pruning is done by pinching off the tips of new or

Landseaping Ideas for Modern Homes 


[From PAGE 56] the existing terrain de- 
mands the use of walls, contoured slopes, 
steps and the like. 

With these considerations in view, the 
first step then should be: to make a 
general ijiayout with regard to line and 
form, locating all architectural features 
such as terraces, walls, marquees and 
walks. 

Only when this step is completed 
should the homeowner proceed with se- 
lecting the materials for the architec- 
tural features, planning the garden 
areas, locating hardwood trees for shade 
and shadow, and last of all, choosing 
the plant material itself. 

To design a layout with pleasing line 
and form it will be helpful to study 
architectural and sculptural shapes and 
masses in publications; frequently adap- 
tations can be made. The pictures on 
pages 56 and 57 will give you a few 
ideas. 

And as a key to such perusal, this 
might be helpful: lines and forms have 
shapes and texture that may be classi- 
fied as masculine or feminine. The 
straight line, the right or obtuse angles, 
the gnarled or roughly textured mate- 
rials may be termed masculine. The 
curved line, rounded form and smooth. 
sleek surfaces are feminine. A balance 
between the two must be found to achieve 
a design that is pleasing and complete. 

In all cases materials used in the archi- 
tectural features should not clash with 
materials already used in the construc- 
tion of the house. If flagstone has been 
used in the foyer, use flagstone for the 
terrace and not slate. Do not use nat- 
ural wood for a marquee if all 
throughout the house is painted. 

It is possible, however. to introduce 
new materials in combination with those 
existing. Correlating indoor and out- 
door colors also adds unity. For cork or 
wood floors. vellow gravel or crushed 
maroon shale outside will harmonize. 
The color of various tiles can also be 
repeated in crushed stones of similar 
hues. Or the gravel spread on garden 
walks can be used with concrete as an 
admixture for indoor floors. 

For today’s modern home, new uses 
of stone have been found. As an 
ample, exterior partition walls now run 
through large window areas into the 
house, covering an entire wall of per- 
haps the living-room area. This in- 
door-outdoor treatment can be accen- 
tuated with planting boxes; but more 
important, the type of stone and the 
pattern should be used for low walls or 
other architectural features on the ex- 
terior. 

The use of shade and flowering trees 
is of the utmost importance but a note 
of caution: the average 6-inch caliper 
hardwood tree will more than double 


’ 
wood 


ex- 
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its size in 10 years. If such a tree is 
planted too close to another tree, it 
will become a drawback instead of a 
virtue. In general, three hardwood trees 
are sufficient for a small plot (approxi- 
mately one-fourth acre). 

A shade tree may be used within the 
terrace area itself to take the place of 
a marquee or canopy. And by all means 
have a tree on the lawn, so that its shade 
and shadow will add the dimension of 
depth to an otherwise flat expanse. 
Flowering trees should be used for addi- 
tional spots of color and for screening. 

On a small plot, hedges are best for 
screening as they consume at most 3 or 
4 feet of space, whereas shrubs require 
planting depths of 8 to 12 feet. Hedges 
may also be used to repeat the line of 
the garden, lending emphasis and power 
to the line and serving as an excellent 
backdrop for the flowers. 

Except for use in hedging, and a few 
other places, evergreen trees in conical 
shape are outmoded. Espaliered ever- 
greens, shrubs and flowering trees are 
taking their place. For instance, where 
a large expanse of stone or wood is to 


be treated, a more unique and interest- 
ing planting can be achieved by using 
a flowering crabapple and training it 
in a flat, informal arrangement over 
this area. Pruning and training. should 
year—no onus for the

The Symposium Committee of the 
North American Gladiolus Council has 
announced its fourth compilation of fa- 
vorite exhibition varieties selected by the 
members. 

The members who rated the varieties 
were selected from lists of qualified 
members furnished by the secretaries of 
affiliated societies from various parts of 
the country. New members are added 
to the rating committee each year to re- 
place those who drop out. 

There were 79 raters in all, the same 
number as reported last year. Each was 
requested to state his first, second and 
third choices in each color class. Three 
points were given for a first place, two 
for second place and one for third. 
Winners were determined on total points. 

Three additional classes appear in 
this year’s Symposium. This is a result 
of the split in the pink and rose classes.

Medium pink was added to the exist- 
ing light and dark classes and the 
single rose class was broken down into 
light, medium and dark. However, there 
was still some difference of opinion as 
to where certain varieties should be 
classified. Several varieties received 
more votes in classes other than those in 
which they are now listed. But in all 
these instances, votes for a variety in a 
class where it is not listed were trans- 
ferred to the class assigned in the 1953 
N.A.G.C. Classification.

Gloxinias 


Beautiful ancestors of 
the modern hybrids 


by PEGGIE SCHULZ 


HE WILD SPECIES of the genus sinningia may no! 

be quite as flamboyant as the horticultural strains 

produced by ingenious hybridizers during the last 
hundred years. Still, many of us with window gardens 
enjoy growing these ancestors of the gorgeous creations 
commonly called gloxinias. To the botanist, they are all 
sinningias, but for convenience in this article, the wild species 
and varieties will be called by that generic name to dis- 
tinguish them from the hybrid gloxinias. 

Beautiful foliage and gayly colored flowers characterize 
the species sinningias. Best of all, they adapt easily to con- 
ditions existing in the average window garden. There are 
about 20 species, and their homeland is Brazil. Until re- 
cently it was difficult to find dealers who stocked them; 
now a few carry tubers and several list seeds of various 
kinds. And it is not unusual to find these plants growing in 
smaller greenhouses throughout the country. 

Sinningias are grown from solid tubers and thrive when 
given the same care as hybrid gloxinias. They do differ 
from the florists’ gloxinias by having small, nodding flowers 
of slipper shape and four pollen-bearing anthers instead 
of the five or more seen on the hybrids. Any soil formula 
that produces good African violets suits these plants to 
a “T.” I grow mine in this mixture: one part each of peat- 
moss, well-rotted leafmold. rich garden loam and clean sand. 

Tubers zoom into action in late winter or early spring, but 
they can be grown at any season. If you have had trouble 
with bulbous house plants rotting before they begin active 
growth, try starting the tubers in moist sand, vermiculite 
or sphagnum moss. They are ready to transplant into per- 
manent pots when the stalk is about an inch high. 

It is not. necessary to put tubers in 7- or 8-inch pots. 
Such a scheme may forestall shifting for two or three years, 
but the pots take up too much room in the average window 
garden. If the sinningias are grown in squatty 4 or 5-inch 
African violet pots. more kinds can be accommodated in 
a small area. They need no fertilizer during the first six 
weeks of growth. After that, biweekly feedings of liquid 
fertilizer increase the health and vigor of the plants. 

Watering from top or bottom is entirely satisfactory, so 
long as the water is room temperature and the plants get 
plenty of it. After a thorough soaking, they shouldn’t be 
watered again until the topsoil feels really dry. 

Sinningias bloom about three to four months after piant- 
ing, and continue to flower for six weeks to six months, de- 
pending on the variety. They are easily grown from seed 
and with good care will flower about seven to nine months 
after sowing. If grown under fluorescent lights or in a 
greenhouse, it is possible to bring them into bloom in less 
than five months from the initial seed sowing. 

The fine seed is sprinkled on moistened vermiculite or 
sand. and the container then covered with [Sere pace 97]

T takes a bad storm that shuts off the 

electricity during winter to remind us 
just how dependent upon the service we 
are. This may happen only once in two 
or three years. Still. off goes the auto- 
matically controlled greenhouse heating 
system, and some form of temporary heat- 
ing device must be rigged up quickly. 
The most frequent substitute is a wick- 
kerosene oil stove, but

When this type of heating is to be used, | 


gallon cans half filled with alcohol are 


placed in the center of the walk and a | 


lighted match thrown in. The cans need 


refilling about every four hours. One-can 
is sufficient for 1,000 square feet of 
floor area, unless it is very cold outside. 
Additional draft for a hotter flame can be 
obtained by punching two holes 34 of an 
inch below the top of the can. Or the 
rate of combustion can be slowed down 
by placing a flat stone partly over the 
top of the can. Of course, 
Do not refill the with 
alcohol until the fire has burned out and 
the can And 
alcohol in a closed can or it will explode. 

During these short January days and 
long spells of dull weather. it is a good 
idea to keep the greenhouse glass and 
framework clean. Glass, itself, shuts off 
20 per cent of the available light, but this 
figure may well be 40 per cent if the 
glass is not clean.

monium sulphate, 1 tablespoonful to a 
gallon of water. 

Carnation cuttings can still be rooted 
for next season’s bloom. Pot them up as 
soon as good root growth appears. Plants 
left in the propagating bed too long be- 
come so hard they cannot take up mois- 
ture and nourishment and thus become 
worthless. Take slips from clean stéck. 

Gardenia plants, too, are now in the 
right condition for cuttings. Choose semi- 
mature growth and place in peatmoss and 
sand or vermiculite. A minimum tem- 
perature of 60° is necessary to rooting; a 
closed case with bottom heat at 70° is 
best. Transfer into 3-inch pots when 
rooted and keep at 55° to 60°. Gardenias 
want an acid soil (pH 5.5) that drains 
well. And geranium cuttings taken now 
should produce good 4-inch pot plants for

setting out in the spring. Many gar- 
deners feel they are too ordinary to 
bother with, but geraniums are a sure 
bet for brilliant color. 

Gloxinias (sinningia) are most fre- 
quently started from tubers, but stronger 
plants that produce a greater abundance 
of blooms are possible by sowing seed 
now. Use a shallow flat, or pan, but take 
care to sow the fine seed thinly. When 
plants come up in tufts, it is almost im- 
possible to transplant them without dam- 
aging the roots. I never cover the seeds 
with soil, but press them down into the 
surface. Seedlings are always trans- 
planted as soon as they are large enough 
to handle, thus cutting down the danger 
of damping-off. Then, they are set in a 
second seed flat, spaced. 3 to 4 inches 
apart. When plants are 6 inches tall, 
they are transplanted to 4-inch pots.©
